He later estab- 
lished station WLW, Crosley Manu- 
facturing (Co., and bevel broad- 
casting with a power of 50 watts 
in March 1922. 

There were 98 stations within 
the United States in March of 
1922, broadcasting on 360 meters 
at various times ee the 
day. In Philadelphia, for exan- 

le, there were six stations 

sharing the 360 meter wave- 
length assignment as_ follows: 
WFI, Strawbridge and Clothier; 
WGL, T.F.J. Howlett (also Coamer- 

Clal land station); 

WIP. Gimbel Brothers; 
WLIT, Lit Brothers; 
W00, John Wanamaker; and 
SPJ, St. Joseph's ed 

Obviously, all stations could 
ot transmit at the same tine 
without causing interference to 
one another; therefore, it was 
necessary for the stations to 
schedule and share the wave- 
length, and take turns with their 
program offerings. 

The U.S. Radio Act of 1927, 
resulting froma an International 
Radio Conference, assigned radio 
broadcast stations the  wave- 
lengths of 545 to 200 meters (550 
to 1500 kilocyceles) which is the 
present-day AM broadcast band. 
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HAMMING ( UP 
ON THE RADIO, 1920 


To check the Accuracy of his 
$12 watch, Frank Conrad, a West- 
inghouse engineer, built a radio 
recelver to catch Naval Observato- 
ry time signals from Alexandria, 
Va. He then built a transmitter 
and became a dedicated haa radio 
broadcaster. 

When he started broadcasting 
baseball scores to fellow hams 
and playing records, a local deal- 
er began supplying the discs in 
exchange for free ads. A Pitts- 
burgh department store ran a neus- 
paper ad boasting that it had ra- 
dio receivers for sale, and West- 
inghouse vice president H.F. 
Davis (later president of Nation- 
al Broadcasting Co.) Saw sales 
ee On Nov 2, 1920, 

estinghouse statio KDKA went on 

the air from Pittsburgh with fed- 
eral license No. 1 and a marathon 
broadcast of Warren Harding's 
election. 

In 1920, the U.S. had perhaps 
5,000 radio receivers, most of 
them owned by dedicated hams like 
Frank Conrad. Davis got Westing- 
house into Sete OE first with 
a $25 “cat’s-whisker” crystal 
set, later with a cabinet nodel 
that sold for a regal $175. By 
1924, there were 2.5 million radi- 
os in the U.S.; by 1934 they out- 
nuabered telephones. Last peat ae: 
manufacturers shipped 76 million 
sets-from stereos to walkaround 
models-and four million more were 
installed in new automobiles. 

The Radio Advertising Bureau 
Says the first paid ad, with the 
sponsor buying the time and sup- 
bya the copy, was broadcast by 
an NBC station in New York cea 
in 1921. The pioneer was a rea 
estate firm peddling apartments; 


it paid $100 for a 10-minute con- 


mercial. In 1988, the bureau 
Says, sponsors paid the 9,100 com- 
mercial stations in the U.S. a 
grand total of $7.8 billion for 
advertising time. 


The Wall Street Journal 
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THE YEAR IS 1922 
- WSVVS 


In the early years of radio 
‘broadcasting’, two wavelengths 
were used; 485 meters and 360 
meters 

485 meters, approximately 618 
kilocycles, was the wavelength 
used for Government reports, crop 
and market estimates, and weather 
forecasts issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

$60 meters, approximately 833 
kilocycles was the ea 
used by local radio Stations for 
news items, entertainment (such 
aS music or concerts), lectures, 
sermons and Similar program mate- 
rial of local interest. 

In the 1920s, almost anyone 
could build a crystal set to re- 
ceive the local broadcast sta- 
tion. Spurred on by construction 
articles in the local newspapers 
and monthly magazines, the demand 
for radio parts and kits reached 
a peak about 1922. Five-and-dine 
stores and department stores got 
on the band wagon and offered ra- 
dio parts for sale as well as con- 
plete receiving outfits including 
aerial, lightning arrestors, 
grounding Switch, ground wire and 
rod, insulators, and earphones. 
In order to further sales of ra- 
dio receiving equipment, many 
Stores established their own 
broadcasting stations. 

Early receiving apparatus of- 
fered to the public, when broad- 
casting was in its infancy, need- 
ed only to tune the 360 meter 
wavelength. Later, greater selec- 
tivity and sensitivity was needed 
as broadcast stations were as- 
Signed wavelengths between 545 
and Z00 meters. 
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In 1922, receiving apparatus 
consisted of a Simple crystal de- 
tector and tuner with an aerial 
and ground system, Earphones 
were used to hear” the progran. 
Later, a vacuum tube was used as 
the detector, and earphones were 
Still used for reception. Much 
later, as circuits were improved, 
vacuum tubes were used as amplifi- 
ers and earphones gave way to 
‘loud speakers”. 

Commercial crystal sets, coa- 
monly available in department 
Stores 1n 1922, included the West- 
Inghouse/RCA Aeriola Jr., Model 
RE, 190 to 500 meters ($32.50 con- 
oe General Electric Model 

R-753, 180 to 700 meters ($25.50 
complete): or the RCA Radiola Mod- 
el AR-1375, 170 to 2650 aeters 
($47.50 coaplete). 

Commercial vacuum tube sets 
avallable included the Westing- 
house/RCA Aeriola Sr., Model RF, 
190 to 500 meters ($75.90 coa- 
plete, including WD-11-D tube and 
dry batteries); Westinghouse Mod- 
el RA Tuner and Model DA Detec- 
tor/Amplifier, 180 to 700 meters 
($160.60 cone rele less vacuua 
tubes); or the RGA Regenerative 
Hodel AR-1300, 180 to 700 meters 
($250.25 complete, Including JTun- 
gar battery charge, al} batter- 
1eS, and Vocarola Loud Speaker). 

Radio amateurs built their 
own receiving and transmitting 
equipeent and were given the 

vas Wasteland’ below 200 
meters. In many cases the radio 
amateur became the local broad- 
caster using his radio-telephone 
transmitter to broadcast records 
played on a wind-up phonograph. 
For example: Powell Crosley Jr. 
broadcast from his ham station 
BCR at home in Cincinnati Ohio us-
